Enable limited Owners to grant or demise Lands for Glebes A . D . 187s . 
in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to extend the benefits of the 
“Leasing Powers Act for Religious Worship in Ireland, 1855, 
to the late Established Church of Ireland, herein-after described 
as the “ said Church 

5 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Tliis Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Leasing short title. 
10 Powers Amendment Act for Religious Purposes in Ireland, 1875,” 
and this and the said before-mentioned Act of 1855 shall be read 
together as one Act. 

2. The term “lessee” shall include the Representative Body of Lessee, 
the said Church. 

15 3. The said Leasing Powers Act for Religious Worship in Ire- Leasing 

land, 1855, shall, as hereby amended, be held and construed to 
extend to the said Church, and all the rights, powers, privileges, to Protestant 
and liabilities in said Act contained in reference to congregations 
not belonging to the late Established Church of Ireland shall be Ireland. 

20 deemed and held to apply and are hereby extended to the said 
Church, so far as the nature of the case may permit. 

4. All leases or grants made under or in pursuance of this Act 
for the said Church shall be made to the Representative Body of toRepresen- 
the said Church and their successors. 

25 5. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 
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
